Mr. Joseph Seep, purchasing agent of
the Standard Oil Company, stopped at the
Schlosser last night on his way home to
Titusville from Mt Clemens, Mich., where
he has been for the past few weeks, quietly
resting and recuperating from an ageravated
sttack of rbepwumstism. TEE DISPATCH
representative uvailed himself of the oppor-
tunity to interview Mr. Seep upon the re-
duction of the premiunm by the Standard.

“"Mr. Seep, can vou tell THE DISPATCH
why the Stapderd Oil Company has re-
duced the premiom on Washington and

lntler eonnty oil, and what reason do they
give for the reduetion?”

“Yes, I will be only too gladto doso
The reduction of premium is by no mesns
an arbitrary action on the part of our peo-
ple. but the necessity is foreed on them by
the commercial situation, which is the out-
growth of the enormouns increase in the"pro-
dnetion of high grade or premium oils.
Look at it for n momeni. When the pre-
mwinms were fixed in Augnst, 1888, at 20 and
25 eents for lower and middle distriet and
Washington o, the production of these
hich grades of oil was 28500 barrels in
rounid numbers, while st the present time it
is nenrly, il not quite, 65,000 barrels, or an
incrense since then of fully 125 per cent.
Bradford production and like quality in
Augusi, 1888, gs nearly as T can remember,
was about 17,000 barrels, while now it is
about 21,000, or an ineresse only of about 25
percent. So vou ean see the increase has
been mearly altogether in the lower field or
preminm aill

HOPFING FORE INPROVEMEKNT.

“Our prople have delayed action about
reducing the premium at a very great loss to
them for & long time in the bope that

there might be an improvement in
the sitoation, which hope has mnot been
yeslized. On the contrary, the situa-

tion bhas been getting worse, so much so that
we now have a production of over 54,000
barreis and an increasing stock which is en-
tirely eomposed of premium oil. I daresay
there isn’t another concern in the country
that would have stood this Joss and paid
this premiom for €0 long a time under such
adverse cirenmstances. Why, the differ-

enee in values for the water white oil, which

WESTINGHOUSE TALKS ABOUT THE PULL- |
MAN DEAL.

It is Mercly a Plan 1o Lossen the Cost of
Eloctric Motor Cars—A Flant to Cost
Abont §500,000 te be Eiecied In the
Chlcago Snburb,

FEFRCIAL TELEGHAN TO THE DISPATCH.!

CHICAGO, September 13.—George West-
inghouse, Jr., of Pittsbure, arrived in Chi-
eago this morning on an errand, the success-
fal outcome of which will prove of interest
snd advantage to Chicago, namely, the
establishment 1n Pullman of the electricand
motor works of the Westinghouse Company.
Mr. Westinghouse expressed s disinclina-
tion to speak in detail of the proposed move,
because of the possibility of the negotiations
now in progress between him and George
W. Pullman fsiling to terminate satisfac-
torily to both parties, as well 2s a fear that
too much publicity at the present time
might mﬂnu:?uhuk to the consum-
mation of the plans.

“However, I don’t mind saying that if
evervthing turns out all right the Westing-
house Eleetric Works will be erected st
Pullman, adjoining the works of the Pull-
msn Company. About ten nores o ground
will be used, and on it Mr. Pullman pro-
poses to put up the buildines forme. I
would like you to state explicitly that the
report of a consolidation between the Pall-
man Company and the Westinghonse Com-
pany is entirely incorrect. There will be
no coalition between us any more than exists
between any two concerns having business
relstions with each other. Are not speenla-
tors simply business men, and our errand is
purelvon aceountof business. Onr reason for
wishing to establish works adjoiming those
of the Pullman Company 1s to lessen the ex-
pense attached to the purchase of fully
equipped eleciric motor street cars. When
& purchaser is compelled to buy the body of
8 car in one city, the tracks in another and
the moter in still another the cost is much
greater than when all parts are to be had
from one place. And this, if our negotis-
tiations be successful, is what can shorily be
done in Pullman. The works for our
company will cost to erect about $500,000,

e plan of our works in Pittsburg, and
the number of men employed will be from

1,000 to 2,000.”
